thus  diminish  his  influence  in  the  peculiar  duties  of 
his  ministry.  To  this  it  is  added,  that  the  assumption  j 
of  a  care  merely  secular,  impo.-es  an  unwarrantable 
demand  upon  the  time  and  physical  resources  of  the 
missionary,,  and  contravenes  the  injunction  of  the 
Apostle,  th.1t  the  minister  of  Christ  should  be  **  wholly 
devoted**  to  his  appropriate  work. 

In  reference  to  the  first  of  the  general  causes  re- ! 
ferred  to  in  the  passage  above  quoted,  we  add  the  fol¬ 
lowing  extracts  from  the  appendix: 

Blit  in  our  effiirts  for  the  spiritual  pood  of  the  poor, 
shall  they  be  treated  as  a  class  by  thtrmselves,  or  as 
part  and  parcel  of  the  brotherhood  of  man  ?  This  is  n 
point  of  great  moment;  and  a  lillle  altenlion  to  the 
subject  will  show,  that  it  is  boih  unwise  and  un- 
scnptural  to  treat  them  as  a  class.  Our  Saviour  says,

(hoy  are tstVA  yon;"  not  a  distinct,  sefMrute  class. 
They  belong  to  itie  same  family,  having  interests,  and 
social  and  nioriil  sympathies,  and  moral  wants,  in 
common  with  otliers;  and  any  arrangement  for  their 
spiritual  good  which  lends  to  sever  them,  or  keep 
them  away  from  the  rest  of  liie  community,  is  coniinit- 
ing  violence  upon  tlmt  con?titu:iun  of  ihu  social  slate 
which  GrJ  has  esiablisheJ ;  and  will  only  defeat  its 
own  aims. 

So-tbouglit,  and  so  acted  the  I^ord  Je-us  Christ,  and 
his  Apostles.  S<i  thought,  and  so  acted  the  men  whose 
names  have  Iwien  referred  to.  Did  Clirist,  or  l*aul,  or 
Bixter,  or  Whitfield,  nr  Wesley,  ever  alteiiipi  to 
gather  the  poor  into  halls  or  chapels  hy  lhem..ielve.s .'
